Angela fights appointment

Davis told a Senate committee today the 
nomination of Nelson A Rockefeller as 
vice president should be rejected solely 
because he permitted one of history’s 
“ most wanton massacres” at Attica 
prison in 1971. 
Miss Davis, a Marxist revolutionary, 
followed conservative Republican Sen 
Je s se Helms, R-N.C., as a witness 
before the Senate Rules Committee 
Both of them expressed opposition to the 
nomination of Rockefeller —Helms for 
economic reasons 


Representing the National Alliance 
Against Racist and Political Repression, 
Miss Davis said that the former New 
York governor “ turned a deaf ear" to 
the demands of the Attica prisoners 
whose revolt in September, 1971, ended 
in the killing of 43 inmates and guards. 


Rockefeller “ permitted state police 
and prison guards to stage one of the 
most wanton massacres in the history of 
the United States," she said. “ We have 
every reason to conclude that Gov. 
Rockefeller’s view of justice depends on 
the color of a person's skin and his 
economic status in life.’’ 


She added that for Rockefeller to 
support the pardon of former President 
Richard M. Nixon “ while at the same 
time being responsible for the Attica 


massacre, clearly exposes his contempt 
for 
equal 
justice 
under 
law, 
his 
callousness and complete willingness to 
adopt 
the 
most 
lethal 
and 
brutal 
solutions to desperate social crises 
borne of human misery " 


Miss Davis said the nomination should 
be “ overwhelmingly rejected“ while 
Helms questioned whether Rockefeller 
could 
ever 
separate 
his 
personal 
financial interests from those of the 
nation. 


He described Rockefeller s proposal 
to put his securities in a blind trust as 
“ an inadequate safeguard when we 
consider the nature of the high office 
involved.“ 
Committee 
Chairman 
Howard Cannon agreed that a blind trust 
“ would not be meaningful 


"There 
may 
very 
well 
be 
an 
unconscious co-mingling of his personal 
interest with those of the nation,” he 
said “ We are dealing not simply with 
his own personal fortune but with the 
values of a large group of spec ial 
interests.” 


Helms said Rockefeller represented 
“ a 
dynasty 
of 
wealth 
and 
power 
unequalled in the history of the United 
States." He questioned “ whether or not 
the 
dvnastic 
connection—which can 


never be severed—is more important 
than divestiture of personal holdings.’’ 


The first witness to testify following 
three days of committee questioning of 
Rockefeller, Helms posed a number of 
questions which he said should be put to 
the nominee 


One of the questions touched on an 
allegation made in a recent book that 
Rockefeller and his brother, David, 
chief operating officer of the Chase 
Manhattan Bank, “ conspired to sign a 
secret 
stipulation 
defrauding 
the 
bondholders of the Tri-Boro Bridge and 
Tunnel Authority of their legal rights in 
the matter of the merger of the regional 
public transportation agencies in 1967 ” 


Cannon said Helm’s questions would 
be reviewed and those not already asked 
of Rockefeller would be submitted for 
written replies.

From 300,000 to 400,000 cases of 
phlebitis are recorded in the country 
each year, Fratantoni said, with about 
50,000 cases — one in seven —causing 
death from pulmonary embolisms, or 
lung clots.

In an updated report of 
annual 
water

demand in the South Coast 
region,

restrictions are in force in two 
of four county water districts, 
Edmonston stressed: 


— Total water use for the 
1973-74 water year lending in 
May) was figured at about 
41.500 acre feet, or nearly 2.800 
acre feet less than that used the 
previous year The safe yield 
for the region covering ground 
water and supplies in Santa 
Ynez 
River 
reservoirs 
is 
estimated to average 43,490 
acre feet. Total water use the 
three previous years has been 
above the safe yield 


— There was a “ substantial 
drop “ in water use in Goleta 
and Montecito County Water 
Districts, with weather and 
water use restrictions seen as 
the major contributing factors. 
Goleta district usage dropped 
from a high of 15.228 acre feet 
in 1971-72 to 14,319 in 1972-73 to 
13,865 the past year Montecito 
usage fell from a high of 5.669 
acre feet in 1971-72 to 4.878 two 
years ago to 4.038 last water 
year. 


— Carpintería water district 
has shown the drop in usage of 
about 1,000 acre feet in the past 
two years, with 1973-74 figures 
down to a total of 7,562 acre

Brown was one of several

endorsement of COPS 
Brown said on the basis of 
1972 crime statistics, arrests 
are being made in only 21 per 
cent of

committed, which is a 16 per 
cent decline in the ratio of 
arrests 
to crimes 
reported 
during the Reagan years 
He said if elected, he would 
mobilize the state—including 
organizations such as COPS, 
the community, business, the 
professions and branches of the 
government—to draft a “ mas­ 
ter plan for crim inal justice." 
The plan, he said, would be a 
blueprint to “ do everything we 
can to fight crim e and make 
our communities safer places 
in which to live ”

suggestions, but indicated the 
state should take "a serious 
look” at the Oakland experi­ 
ment of issuing summonses 
rather than making arrests for 
most types of misdemeanors.

NEW YORK (U PI) — A1 Campanis was the best looking 
college second baseman I ve ever seen 
He had a fine, fluid swing, hit the ball with good power, 
gobbled up grounders with the kind of stylish assurance you 
seldom see in collegiate ranks and made the double play 
picture book style He looked like a ballplayer and had big 
league written all over him 
This was 34 years ago when he was New York University’s 
No. 1 baseball player as well as one of the top football players 
for the school. 
Then came graduation A1 Campanis, who wanted to be a big 
league ballplayer the same way you want to catch your next 
breath, signed with the Brooklyn Dodgers an hour or so after 
taking off his cap and gown 
You’ve heard of ballplayers coming up to the big leagues for 
” a cup of coffee.” A1 Campanis’ fling was more like Instant 
Postum Now you see him; now you don t. 
Time moves along Campanis, a member of the Dodgers 
organization ever since leaving college, has worked himself 
up to vice president and director of player personnel 
He is responsible for bringing players to Los Angeles, the 
man who makes all the trades, and that being the case, he has 
to he six city blocks in front of everybody else now as Base­ 
ball s Executive of the Year. 
Most any time now, the Dodgers are going to clinch the title 
in the National League West. You can make book on it 
manager Walt Alston and many of his players will tell the 
reporters it was a team effort, which is the truth as far as it 


goes, but it is equally true the one man primarily responsible 
for shaping this Dodger ball club, for being its chief architect, 
is A1 Campanis, that old NYU second baseman. 
No one individual ever wins a pennant alone, but what would 
you say about the deal that brought Mike Marshall to the 
Dodgers for Willie Davis? 
Campanis engineered that one. 
How about Jim Wynn for Claude Osteen? 
Campanis made that one also 
And don’t forget Andy Messersmith, a 19-game winner this 
year Campanis caught a lot of flak for giving up Frank 
Robinson, Bobby Valentine, Bill Singer, Billy Garbarkewitz 
and Mike Strahler to the Angels for Messersmith and Ken 
McMullen at the Honolulu baseball meetings two years ago.

resume normal classes. 
"We didn’t have any fights, 
arrests, or suspensions, but we 
didn't have any education going 
on either," John Coakley. the 
Boston School Department's 
desegregation 
coordinator, 
^aid Wednesday 
About 377 
black students 
riding in a convoy of heavily 
guarded school buses were 
escorted safely from the Hyde 
Park High School area School 
department officials reported 
406 whites attending classes, 
but an observer inside the 
school said, “a hundred would 
probably be too high " 
In other parts of the city, 
nearing the end of the second 
week of a court-ordered busing 
program 
to 
implement 
desegregation, 
officials 
reported three arrests, four

Arson counts added 
to airport bomber 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - 
Three counts of arson have 
been added to the murder and 
other charges against Mujarem 
Kurbegovic, 
the 
alleged 
"alphabet bomber" who set off 
the deadliest bomb ever to 
strike a U.S. civil air passenger 
terminal. 
The indictments were re­ 
turned by a county grand jury 
Wednesday, and arraignment 
for Kurbegovic was scheduled 
for Oct. 2. 
Kurbegovic, 31, a Yugoslavi­ 
an immigrant, was arrested 
Aug. 20 on charges of planting a 
bomb 
at 
Los 
Angeles 
International Airport that ex­ 
ploded Aug. 6. 
The blast killed two airport 
employes and a passenger, 
injured dozens and 
greatly 
damaged the terminal. 
Responsibility for the bomb­ 
ing was claimed by a voice on 
tape cassetes identifying him­ 
self as "Isaac Rasim, military 
commander of Aliens of Ameri­ 


ca." He demanded the repeal 
of all alien and sex laws, among 
other conditions, to stop a 
threatened wave of bombing. 
He was dubbed the “ alphabet 
bomber” 
for his threat to 
"spell in blood" the name of his 
supposed organization, starting 
with "A " for airport. Another 
bomb was found by police at a 
bus terminal. 
The district attorney’s office 
has said it will seek the death 
penalty for Kurbegovic. 
Because of a judicial gag 
order on the case, the district 
attorney’s office could not give 
details of the new charges 
against Kurbegovic, involving 
arson at three buildings. 
However, 
when 
he 
was 
arrested, police said they had 
traced him in part because of 
the firebombings of homes of 
members of the police commis­ 
sion, who had denied Kurbegov­ 
ic a permit to open a taxi dance 
hall because of a sex arrest 
record

raise price of lumber 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - A

timber regulations would raise 
the price of lumber and further

ridden housing industry. 
State agencies, the Sierra 
Club and other conservation 
groups 
voiced 
opposition 
against the long-studied forest

rules 
which 
were 
before the

David Snodderly, executive 
director of the Associated Cali­ 
fornia Loggers, said if the rules 
were adopted it would increase 
logging costs by 30 per cent. 


"As a result of the rules the 
30 per cent will be passed on to 
the mills, and then to the 
lumber wholesaler," he said, 
"and finally to the consumer 
through 
higher 
new 
home 
costs.” 
He said the nation’s housing 
industry has already been hit 
by increasing costs of building 
materials and higher mortgage 
rates which is putting the price 
of new homes "out of sight. 
Snodderly said the industry 
"could live with the proposed 
regulations.” But he warned 
that much depended on how 
they were interpreted by state 
agencies.

Manson prosecutor goes on trial 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - 
Vincent Bugliosi, once a suc­ 
cessful prosecutor who won 
death sentences for the Manson 
family among others, went on 
trial himself Wednesday, and 
was asked how it felt to be the 
defendant for a change. 
"Well, I've felt a lot better," 
replied 
Bugliosi, 
who 
is 
charged with perjury. "It's an 
absurdity. It’s an absurdity." 
Bugliosi, 40, went on from the 
sensational Manson trial for 
the Sharon Tate murders to 
unsuccessful bids for county 
district 
attorney 
and 
state 
attorney general. A conviction 
could bring a prison term and 
disbarment. 
Bugliosi 
and 
a 
Manson 
Family defense attorney, Daye 
Shinn, were indicted by a grand 
jury June 28 on charges that 
they lied under oath when they 
denied being the sources for a 
story that reporter William 
Farr 
wrote 
about 
other 
slayings planned by the Manson 
cult 


Farr, now a Los Angeles 


Times 
reporter, 
has 
been 


subpoenaed as a prosecution 
witness But he has promised to 
maintain his long silence on the 
identity of his news sources, 
citing a journalist's ethical 
obligation to honor a promise of 
confidentiality. 
Bugliosi has told newsmen 


that his prosecution is political 
ly motivated because he ran for 
district attorney against his 
former superior. 
Superior Court Judge Earl C. 


Broady, during a closed ses­ 
sion, separated the two attor­ 
neys’ trials. Shinn will be tried 
by a separate jury in Broady’s 
court following Bugliosi. 
"There was a lot of evidence 


in Bugliosi’s defense that would 
have 
been 
prejudicial 
to 


Shinn,” said Harland Braun, 
Bugliosi’s lawyer. 


Braun failed to get the judge 
to sequester the jury during the 
trial, expected to last about two 
weeks

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Prospects bleak 
for U.S. farmers

The beans are black, the corn 
is white and the prospects are 
bleak for both farmers and 
consumers 
An early frost is the latest 
jolt to the country’s agricultur­ 
al economy, coming close on 
the heels of a summer drought 
and spring flooding, and, while 
experts differ on the extent of 
damages exacted by the latest 
round of malevolent weather, 
most agree it will take its toll 
on grocery prices 
Canning company officials in 
Minnesota said prices of sweet 
corn and green beans likely 
were to go up by about 5 per 
Cent as a result of this growing 
Season's combination of bad 
weather 
Indiana Gov, Otis Bowen 
moved Wednesday to have his 
Mate declared an agricultural 
disaster area because of the 
combined impact of the freeze, 
the drought and the floods 
which he estimated cost In­ 
diana farmers $661 million in 
corn and soybeans. 
‘The beans are black and the 
corn is white," one Indiana 
farmer said 
However, 
government 
agricultural experts, while ad­ 
mitting the country's drought- 


depleted corn and soybean 
crops would be further cut by 
this week s killing early frost, 
maintained that early, off the 
cuff estimates of frost damage 
to crops were over inflated, 
A spokesman for the Agricul 
ture Department's Kconomic 
Research Service said radio 
and television reports that 
damage to corn and soybean 
crops might run as high as 20 
per cent were unrealistic 
“We have not yet been able to 
get a firm estimate, or even a 
good guesstimate, of the extent 
of damages, but we don’t think 
it will be even as high as 10 per 
cent," the spokesman said 
The next government crop 
report was due Oct 10 and will 
be based on a survey to be 
made by Oct 1 
But University of Illinois 
agronomists issued a mid week 
report, two days ahead of the 
usual release time, saying the 
frost in northern Illinois has 
caused heavy damage to corn 
and soybeans. 
The 
frost 
reports 
also 
spurred activity on the Chicago 
Board 
of 
Trade, 
pushing 
soybean futures higher in the 
last three days of trading Corn 
futures also climbed, though 
less dramatically. 


Greece may rejoin 
NATO with solution 


ATHENS (UPh - Greece 
may consider rejoining the 
military arm of NATO if its 
allies help find a just solution to 
the Cyprus problem, a high and 
unimpeachable official source 
said today. 
But if no solution is found, the 
source said, Greece may yet go 
to war with Turkey and may 
ask 
the 
United 
States to 
withdraw its military bases 
from Greek territory. 
At the same time, the source 
made 
clear 
that 
Greece, 
despite its differences with the 
United States, was not flirting 
with the Soviet Union and did 
not look to Moscow to settle the 
Cyprus problem. 
The source, who declined to 
be identified, provided in a 
wide-ranging 
interview 
the 
first authoritative outline of 
Greek policy since Turkey 


invaded Cyprus last July 20 and 
effectively partitioned the is­ 
land republic. 
Greece’s first response to the 
invasion was to withdraw from 
the military arm of NATO and 
accuse its allies of failing to do 
all they could to head off the 
invasion.

solution 
providing for a federation of 
the Greek and Turkish Cypriot 
communities, "provided it does 
not involve the movement of 
populations and provided the 
Turkish

But a federation based on the 
current division of the island 
imposed 
by 
Turkish 
arms 
would become in a few years 
time a definite partition and 
therefore 
unacceptable.

Economic summit coming up 


WASHINGTON

After a month at the foothills, 
700 of the country’* chief 
thinkers and doers gather at 
the summit this weekend, still 
searching for consensus on 
what is to be done about 
inflation 
At the dozen presummit 
conferences which preceded 
the big show, all the traditional 
solutions were offered up But 
there was no breakthrough 
concept. 
No 
agreed-upon 
policy 
emerged which would take the 
American economy out of an 
inflation 
so prolonged and 
accelerated it is scaring the 
professionals 
and 
amateurs 
alike. 
Generally, 
participants 
agreed things would not get 
much better soon 
Generally, they agreed, too, 
the government should provide 
more protection for the econo­ 
my’s victims, through public 
jobs 
and 
greater 
unemployment benefits. 
Some advocated tax cuts for 
the poor, heavier taxes for the 
rich. 
Reduced 
federal spending 
was applauded, at least as an 
abstract concept. Most prayed 
the Federal Reserve Board 
would ease monetary policy, 
allowing 
interest 
rates 
to 
decline and the housing indus­ 
try to come back to life. 
These 
ideas —and many 
others —will be laid before the 
weekend summit, attended by a 
cross-section of American lead­ 
ership —from business, govern­ 
ment, unions, campus, farms 
President Ford intends to be 
an active participant through 
out the day and a half of 
discussions Friday and Satur­ 
day This is almost unpreceden­ 
ted Rarely is a chief executive 
on display for so long a period 
Public 
television 
plans 
to 
broadcast the affair in its 
entirety. 


In keeping with the somber 
topic, the planners had hoped to 
assemble in nonfrivolous sur­ 
roundings. But they couldn’t 
find a suitable humdrum site 
and had to settle for the 
glittering grand ballroom of the 
Washington Hilton. 


At the preparatory conferen­ 
ces, participants agreed that 
certain governmental "sacred 
cows" 
—like dairy 
import 
«quotas, or rules prohibiting 
price 
competition 
in 
transportation 
—should 
be 
slaughtered. 


But there was a shortage of 
volunteers for the sacrifice and 
belt tightening that all agreed 
would be essential 
Indeed, 
while 
the 
presummits talked economy, 
Congress spent as usual 
Having already approved a $2 
billion subsidy for ailing cattle 
raisers, 
Congress 
approved 
legislation requiring that 30 per 
cent of imported oil be carried 
in 
American-owned 
and 
manned tankers, the inflation 
ary impact of high American 
costs 
and 
wages 
notwithstanding 
Congress also brushed aside 
Ford's proposal for a three- 


month delay in a $700 million 
pay 
hike 
for 
government 
employes and military men 
The White House says Ford 
will end the conference with 
some important economic an 
nouncements The inflation has 
become so hot politically that 
inaction is politically intolera 
ble 
The Democratic Caucus told 
Congress it would work until 
the snow flies 
if only he will 
send up a program 
But the outlook, economists 
agree, is bound to be gloomy to 
an American public that has 
come to believe that prosperity 
is its birthright. 


Major banks lower 
rates to ease crunch

Several major U S 
banks 
made it easier for businessmen 
to borrow money today, lower­ 
ing their interest rates slightly 
in a further easing of the tight 
monetary crunch 
And one New York bank, 
First National City, took a step 
to help the car-buying public by 
offering 48-month financing on 
auto loans of $4,000 or more 
The normal practice is to 
spread 
payments 
over 
36 
months. 
The bank said it wanted to 
give customers "more flexibili­ 
ty in repayment ’’ The bank 
said it would charge 11 40 per 
cent for 48 months as opposed 
to 13 38 per cent on 36 months. 
The lowering of the prime 
rate, the interest banks charge 
their best corporate customers 
for loans, was launched by 
Morgan Guaranty Trust Co. of 
New York, the country’s fifth 
largest, when it announced a 
reduction to 11^4 per cent from 
the record high of 12 per cent. 
Several other banks across 
the country quickly fell in line, 
and one, Western Bank of 
Commerce, Los Angeles, went 
even further, lowering its rate 
to 11 Mi per cent. 
The prime rate normally has 
no direct or immediate impact 
on consumer loan interest but 


sets the general loan market 
tone and 
in the long run 
produces a rippling effect that 
influences what banks charge 
for personal borrowing 


A decrease in the prime rate 
has been expected ever since 
the Federal Reserve Board 
began pouring funds into the 
banking system two weeks ago, 
driving down some short-term 
rates.

unusually high interest rates

Enrollment decline 


Enrollments in California 
schools continue to decline but 
it 
is 
apparent 
that 
the 
California 
taxpayer 
is not 
receiv in g 
p ro p o rtio n a te 
benefits. 
Enrollments have dropped 
markedly in the past five 
years 
but 
the 
number of 
teachers 
hired 
by 
school 
d istric ts 
has 
increased, 
according to reports of the 
C a l i f o r n i a 
T e a c h e r s ’ 
Association 
and 
the 
State 
Department of Education. 
The most marked increase 
occurred in the 1973 school 
year, the first year school 
districts could fully budget the 
more 
than 
$500 
million 
received 
under 
term s 
of 
Senate Bill 90 of 1972. From 
1972 to 1973, total enrollment 
dropped 
in 
C alifo rn ia’s 
elementary and high schools 
by 47,540, but the number of 
teachers on school district 
payrolls increased 6,167. 
F r o m 
1969, 
w h e n 
e n r o l l m e n t s 
a c t u a l l y 
increased 
slightly 
although 
the 
downward 
trend 
was 
apparent, to 1973, the total 
drop in enrollment has been 
111,643 and there are now 7,590 


more teachers. 
The decline in enrollment 
has been apparent for some 
years and 
school 
planning 
statistics 
now 
have 
been 
reviewed to recognize this. In 
turn, there has been increased 
efforts by organized teacher 
g r o u p s 
to 
g u a r a n t e e 
e m p l o y m e n t 
f or 
t hei r 
members and the teachers 
were the m ajor lobby group in 
getting SB 90 enacted. 
Factually, 
the 
increased 
number 
of 
teachers 
has 
meant 
sm aller 
classroom 
sizes, a goal of educators for 
years. 
However, 
a 
report 
from the State Departm ent of 
Education on the California 
State Testing Program , 1971- 
72 and 1972-73, says there is no 
correlation between class size 
and education product. The 
sam e 
re p o rt 
found 
no 
correlation between assessed 
value and education product 
as measured by reading, math 
and other achievement tests. 
The proportionate benefit to 
taxpayers due to declining 
enrollment is a subject which 
must be the concern of school 
district trustees throughout 
the state.

The good fight 


Hopes appeared dim this week for the 
assignment of crossing guards around 
schools in Mission Hills and Vandenberg 
Village. Guards would have to be 
provided by the California Highway 
Patrol on the request of the county 
board of supervisors. Under that ar­ 
rangement the guards receive $2.79 an 
hour and work about 25 hours a week 
Only one such guard is presently on duty 
in the north county and that is in 
Solvang, according to CHP Lt. Richard 
A. Dzamba. 
Dzamba represents his agency on the 
county’s traffic engineering committee. 
He said he was aware of requests for 
crossing guards, but said the points 
designated by parents did not qualify 
according 
to 
standards 
of 
the 
com m ittee. 
H ow ever, 
he 
said 
application could and probably was 
being made directly to the supervisors 
All this came to the fore this week in a 
quiet but forceful appeal to the Lompoc 
Unified 
School 
District 
Board 
of 
Trustees by Paul W 
Yenney, safety 
chairman of the Ix>mpoc Valley PTA 
Council. He had the support of some 
parents 
from 
Vandenberg 
Village 
including Barbara Berg, PTA council 
president. 
The parents cited the intersections of 
Constellation 
Road 
and 
Aldebaran 
Avenue and Aldebaran with Rigel, a 
block from Buena Vista School as 
danger points. Dzamba didn’t comment 
on the intersection with Rigel, but he 
said the intersection with Constellation 
did not qualify because it had a four-way 
stop control. However, studies continue. 
Four crossing guards have worked at 
intersections in the City of Lompoc for a 
number of years and two more are on a 
standby basis. One is at Laurel Avenue 
and H Street, one at Ocean Avenue and 
A Street, one at V Street and Laurel 
Avenue and the fourth is stationed on A 
Street in front of La Honda School. All 
four work at the minimum wage with 
salaries paid by the City of Lompoc 
under a program supervised by the 
police department. The safety and work 
experience has been good according to 
those this reporter talked with. Last 
year, readers may recall, the city 
crossing guards were equipped with 
special 
red-shining 
flashlights 
for 
greater safety in the dark duty hours 
required under special daylight savings 
time arrangements. As far as this 
reporter is aware there were no serious 
accidents in the emergency and few if 
any minor incidents. 
Yenney has also asked for a reduction 
in speed around schools from the 
present 25 miles an hour to 15, but that 
plea probably has little chance of being 
fulfilled immediately. 
Two or three years ago parents around 
La Canada School on West North Avenue 
organized a volunteer crossing guard 
program with stations at North Avenue 
and O Street and on North Avenue 
midway between the school and I Street 
The program was discontinued finally 
after 
considerable 
success 
because 
mothers with young children proved to 


have their hands full managing their 
own families. 
Despite all the logic conjured up here, 
I have a feeling that Yenney and his 
associates are not going to accept the 
first rejections. They seem to have 
generated a head of steam so to speak 
that will power their appeal forward 
One of the problems is that they are 
arguing for more safety factors in the 
face of what traffic engineers call 
insufficient ‘'warrants.” Warrants are 
statistical substantiation for additional 
intersectional controls or changes in 
speed laws. One mother seemed to 
anticipate this when she declared that 
the mothers wanted to act before one of 
their kids was injured. 
Behind her 
appeal was the undeniable logic that the 
life of one child is worth as much as it 
takes to preserve even if you’re talking 
of millions of dollars. No one can argue 
with that. 


Although Supt. Glen Wegner is an 
educator, a worker with ideas in the

He is an alert sentry I find two 
articles by him ih The Wall Street 
Journal, another in The Washington 
Post, and now one in The New Republic 
taking me to task The warning comes at 
a sensitive moment as Nixon's Imperial 
Presidency collapses, and as the same 
forces that keep American presidents 
out of touch with reality seem to be 
taking effect on decent, modest, light­ 
weight Jerry Ford 


The forces are latent in the process of 
making an idol of the American Priest- 
President, and then of pulling the idol 
off his pedestal. It is a cruel process 
“The candidate for the presidency does 
well to recognize that he is running for a 
religious office," says Michael Novak in 
his new book, Choosing Our King And 
George Reedy in his splendid little study 
The Twilight of the Presidency (now in 
paperback) concludes that “some very 
fundamental changes are needed in the 
American political system ’ — changes 
that might be adapted, he suggests, 
from the parliamentary system 


We have seen five presidents in this 
century who have lost the capacity to 
govern — Wilson, Hoover, Truman, 
Johnson and now Nixon Will Mr. Ford 
be the next? He will, we fear, if he 
continues as he has started, unilaterally 
granting unconditional pardon to Nixon, 
making him custodian of the taletale 
tapes, defending the CIA, in its plot to 
“destabilize" (destroy) the government 
of independent Chile, and failing to find 
firm foothold as yet for dealing with the 
economy. 


Leaders make mistakes abroad, too. 
Mr. Schlesinger spends much of his 
article 
warning 
that 
the 
British 
parliamentary 
system 
has 
its 
own 
faults. He deserves thanks for keeping 
the subject alive. We intended to say. 
and should have made more clear, that 
we don't think the US is going to go 
parliamentary overnight, least of all on 
the British system. Many US political 
scientists have tunnel-vision and only 
see Britain or Europe if you suggest a 
change in governmental style; Canada 
is too big and close at hand to see. But 
England has a unitary system; Canada, 
like the US, has a federal system. And 
we guess that if Canada had had a 
scandal like Watergate it would have 
had an almost immediate vote of no 
confidence, an election, and it would 
have disposed of the matter in two 
months. 


Mr. Schlesinger makes the same 
arguments in several of his articles, the 
loss 
of a vote of confidence, 
for 
example, hasn't overthrown a British 
government for half a century 
(a 
minority Labor government in 1924) We 
are sure he is right but it is also true that 
the loss of such a vote just last spring in 
Canada (also a minority government) 
produced an election The threat of an 
election is always present. 


To get rid of a King you kill him; to 
get rid of a president you impeach, or 
threaten to impeach, 
him. 
But to 
im p each 
you 
h ave 
to 
prove 
transgressions, whereas it is almost as 
serious for the nation to have an 
honorable president in the White House 
like Herbert Hoover who has lost his 
authority. 


Isn’t there some simpler system? 
Congressmen like Henry Teuss, Morris 
Udall and Edith Green want to initiate a 
presidential recall power in congress. 
As Sen. Mondale said last June, “We 
should look carefully at those aspects of 
the Parliamentary system which can be 
creatively adapted to the American 
experience.” 


We are not trying to make debaters’ 
points. We agree with Mr. Schlesinger 
that the parliamentary system is no 
panacea and that it may be a golden 
illusion for some idealists. Yet it has 
lessons that deserve study. One major 
advantage in Canada (and in other 
parliam entary 
system s) 
is 
the 
separation of head of government and 
head of state. The ceremonial head of 
state is Governor General Jules Leger, 
surrogate of the Queen (salary $50,000); 
the 
head 
of 
government 
is 
the 
secularized 
prime 
minister 
(salary

around $35,000. plus perquisites) who 
has none of the symbolism, but all of the 
power. Never underestimate symbols, 
however 
Every 
American child

his lapel (thank God, Jerry doesn't.) If 
we had our way we would have some 
figurehead President, with a big salary 
and no power, live in the White House 
and sleep every night in the Lincoln bed 
and lay cornerstones and lead worship to 
the awe and vereration of the populace, 
and we would let some shrewd political 
leader 
from 
Congress 
head 
the 
governm ent, 
answ er 
opposition 


questions, consult his cabinet, and fight 
no 
confidence 
votes. 
We 
would 
secularize the Chief Executive. 


Congress in a year or two, we think, is 
going right back to the habit of handing 
over its problems to the president. All 
the pressure is in that direction 


George Reedy says that he originally 
intended to end his book by working out 
“a system of parliamentary government 
for America " He gave it up because he 
decided that such a change isn’t coming 
“without a revolution.” He agrees with 
Arthur Schlesinger on this But for him 
the failure is extraordinarily dangerous; 
the system “ isolates the man who holds 


the nation's highest office and shields 
him from reality.” It can’t last. This 
former adviser to Lyndon Johnson 
gloomily predicts “a man on horseback 
... In this probably lies the twilight of the 
presidency ” 
With all respect to the optimists, I 
fear 
we 
have 
learned 
little 
from 
Watergate. If an American Fuehrer 
appears 
50 
years 
hence, 
some 
enterprising reporter will dig back in 
the files and remember that it all began 
in an administration dedicated to law 
and-order, and that the precedent for 
imperial pardon was established to 
spare 
Richard 
Nixon 
a 
nervous 
breakdown.

MacCollum territory 


It was now time to move south to 
MacCollum territory. We are able to 
plot our routes and see everything of 
interest to us concerning history and our 
families because we are carrying with 
us a book called “ Highland Heritage,’’ 
the property of my Irish cousin. We 
couldn't be without it. Our travels took 
us south to Crinan, a hotel and tiny yacht 
harbor 
at 
the 
ocean 
end 
of 
the 
Caledonian Canal. Besides watching the 
boats go through the series of locks to 
get to sea level, our most exciting 
experience was having cocktails with 
Col. and Mrs. George Malcolm, chief of 
Clan Malcolm (MacCollum) one rainy 
evening. 
His castle, Duntrune, loomed out of 
the rain far across the loch from our 
hotel. 
Three stories of grey stone 
appeared to grow out of the rocks at the 
edge of the water. I visualized a cold, 
clammy and dank place, devoid of any 
modern amenities. What a surprise was 
in store for us. Upon our arrival, we 
were greeted by the cook who ushered 
us up a stone circular stairway into a 
large, comfortable living room, filled 
with family treasures of the 
ages. I 
couldn’t believe my eyes. A real, ancient 
castle it was but with all the modern 
comforts and conveniences. 
After an hour or so of sprightly 
conversation and drinks, Mrs. Malcolm 
toured us through her home. Each room 
was more charming than the last. 
Pictures, books, mementoes of the clan 
back through the 15th century, side by 
side with lovely china, fine furniture and 
wall to wall carpeting. She has made it 
her project to strip away the walls that 
had been built over the original windows 
and 
passageways, 
revealing 
the 
beautiful arches and stonework of the 
old castle. 
I’m ready to move in! 


The area south of Oban had been 
fascinating in a historical way. Here in 
the Sixth Century the first landings were 
made by a people called Scots from 
Ireland 
who 
founded 
the 
Dalriadic 
Kingdom and became the first rulers of 
this land. They found the Celts and Piets 
living here but there had been others 
before them In the span of a mile or two 
there are slabs of flat stone sticking up 
out of fields and cow pastures, cairns 
(underground burial places covered by 
mounds of stone) and “ magic circles" 
of upright stones dating back to Stone, 
Iron and Bronze Ages. 
Now that “family business" had been 
taken care of we headed north, aiming 
at Inverness or wherever “the wearies" 
overtook us at the end of the day. 
The towns we passed through often 
had 
unpronounceable 
names: 
Auchnacloich, 
Taynuilt, 
Draimavvic 
and Slarmachfoldach, for starters. How 
wo u l d 
youl 
l i k e 
l i v i n g 
in 
Achnafraschaille? Try yelling that at a 
football 
game! 
But 
names 
mean 
something to those who understand 
Gaelic Gaelic, we discovered, should be 
pronounced as if a Bostonian were 
saying garlic. 
For instance, Lochgilphead is a town 
at the head of Loch Gilp Very simple 
Loch is a lake or long inlet from the sea. 
Ben is a mountain Mohr means large. 
Therefore Ben Mohr is large mountain. 
Inver must mean “at the mouth of ” 
because every town I can find with that 
as 
part 
of 
the 
name, 
Inverness, 
Innerbeg, Inverary, Innerurie, etc , is at 
that location on a river of the same 
name. It would be very helpful and save 
some embarrassment for visitors to this 
country if some kind Scot would compile 
a 
handbook 
giving 
some 
tips 
on 
pronunciation 


We tried our luck at a famous British 
institution, the Bed and Breakfast (B & 
B ) for the first time at Invermoriston on 
Loch Ness. This refers to overnight 
lodging and breakfast in private homes 
as you travel along. Some have only an 
extra room, others make a business out 
of it with three or four rooms and 
sometimes a trailer, too. 
It was quite late in the day — we’d 
been looking for the famous monster 
with no luck — so we decided to take the 
first good looking place that came along. 
Around the next curve was a home 
backed by forest with 
a neat rose 
garden in front which looked good to us. 
And it was. We had our evening meal as 
well as the usual hearty breakfast, then 
were off to Inverness for several days to 
see the sights in that area. 
The major attraction for us here was 
the battlefield at Calladen Moor, a bit 
east of the city. Here, in 1746 Prince 
Charlie, pretender to the throne of 
England, rallied the Highlanders to fight 
the troops of King Charles II in his bid 
for the throne. After a year of successes 
he goofed and the battle was a miserable 
failure. He attacked too soon. As a 
result, the clan system was broken up, 
homes of thousands of people were 
burned, the wearing of the kilt and 
tartans and playing of the pipes was 


forbidden and heavy taxes were laid on 
the land holders. Many Scots left their 
homeland for Canada and the United 
States at this time. It is only now that 
Scotland 
is 
showing 
signs 
of 
life 
concerning its heritage and tourism is 
becoming a big thing. In the seven years 
since I last visited here I can see a big 
change in the country There is a large 
hydro-electric system, the castles have 
undergone rejuvenation, the points of 
interest are marked on maps and 
highways and everything is litter-free. 
The 
California 
Commission 
of 
Highways would have sixteen fits over 
the roads here. The primary roads 
between major cities are two-lane, 
scenic and very winding. Not a freeway 
in sight. The secondary roads are one 
lane, seemingly following cowpaths, 
with “lay-bys” every 50 yards or so for 
passing. Meeting a huge tour bus on 
these roads is an experience. However, 
everyone 
is 
polite, 
unhurried 
and 
friendly. At tea time, we pass many 
cars parked by the side of the road, 
folding chairs out and the teapot heating 
on portable stoves. We’ve joined the rest 
of the vacationers in the “tailgate" 
habit for lunch — make your own from 
supplies picked up at the last town. You 
meet more “fun people" this way!

Runs out of energy 


(NEA) — Project 
federal 
energy 
WASHINGTON - 
Independence, 
the 
program, is stalled. 
When announced by former President 
Nixon, the goal was to increase U.S. 
energy production enough by 1980 to 
insulate the nation from the power of 
foreign oil cartels. The target date first 
slipped to 1985; now advisers talk of 
1990, 2000 and beyond. 
Unless there’s more 
progress soon than is 
now in sight, we may 
be 
open 
to 
price 
jacking or boycott by 
Arab nations and their 
petro-associates until 
the 21st century. 
Sitting in on sessions of an energy 
crash program advisory board provides 
a dismal picture of government failure. 
The advisers are competent — top­ 
flight executives and researchers from 
industry, universities and the financial 
world They pull no punches, sound more 
gloomy 
that 
the 
economists 
They 
believe 
the 
independence 
goal 
is 
possible — eventually. 
But because 
Congress and the White House put 
energy on a back burner when long gas 
lines ended at the filling stations, the 
coming mid-term crunch is just as 
certain as it seemed last winter. 
The board I sat in on ticked off these 
problems: 
Finance: Some $600 billion, or $40 
billion a year will be needed over the 
next decade and a half to reach the 
energy 
goals 
by 
1990. 
Private 
corporations alone would have to raise 
$16 billion a year in equity capital in 1973 
dollars. Even in 1972, U.S. corporations 
secured only $8 billion through new 
stock issues. By 1971 the figure dropped 
to $2 3 billion This year $600 million is 
expected 
That’s for all corporations, 
not just energy firms. How then, the 
esperts asked, can we raise $16 billion a 
year in equity capital for energy alone, 
even assuming a dramatic recovery in 


the stock markets? 
Petroleum: The major prospects for 
oil discoveries are in the offshore 
oceans. These are little surveyed or 
geologically mapped. Not much is being 
done to remedy this lack. 
Shale: Once a big hope, the shale-to- 
gasoline program is now beset with 
political and environmental problems. 
Some 80 per cent of the most likely shale 
is on government land, where holdings 
by law are so restricted that profitable 
development 
is 
unlikely 
without 
congressional 
action. 
The scientists 
have benn somewhat turned off by the 
high energy cost of turning buried shale 
into usable gasoline. 
Nuclear power: The experts are not at 
all certain there are sufficient high- 
grade uranium ore deposits to fuel a 
uranium industry of the size foreseen in 
Project Independence. Foreign ores are 
no answer. Worldwide, nuclear energy 
is expanding more rapidly than in the 
United States, and the demand for high- 
grade ore mounts monthly. Licensing 
red tape continues to severely delay 
construction 
Coal: 
Production 
is 
expected 
to 
decline slightly between now and 1977, 
unless something more is done than 
seems likely now. Output could be 
doubled by 
1990 if bottlenecks are 
eliminated in transportation, and the 
supply 
of 
mining 
engineers 
and 
supervisory 
personnel 
is 
increased 
Delays occasioned by rougher than 
necessary environmental 
restrictions 
would also have to be cut. 
Electric power: This industry is in the 
doldrums 
Money is so costly many 
companies 
are 
canceling 
expansion 
plans Many state agencies are snail-like 
in approving rate raises to meet rising 
costs. 
One adviser’s joking solution to the 
energy bogdown: “I hope we freeze next 
winter. It will be the only way we ll get 
anything done 
Crises shake us into 
action "

Tips on how and where to look for 


quality and value in a new automobile. 


Sheetmetal: Notice the quality of the body work. 
Make sure that large sheetmetal areas are not 
wavy. They should look smooth and taut. 
Paint: A good paint job helps make a quality auto­ 
mobile. Be sure there are no "runs,” and be sure 
that the texture of the paint is not rough or grainy. 
The color should be uniform, with all surfaces hav­ 
ing a high gloss and luster. 
Body seams: Where two panels join, make sure 
that the seam is even and narrow. Adjoining sur­ 
faces of metal panels should be uniform. 


Vinyl top: There should be a tight fit free of ripples 
over the entire surface. Seams must be straight, 
the metai trim snug and there should be no sealer 
or untrimmed edges showing. 
Trim: Check bright-finished areas such as bumpers 
and door handles closely. Surfaces should be free 
from discoloration. Look for a tight, even fit around 
windshield and windows, with no gaping joints. Ex­ 
terior moldings should fit snugly and align properly. 
Carpeting: It should fit snugly around seat bases, 
door sills, and floor tunnel. It should lie flat with no 
unsightly bulges and it should be thick and 
color-coordinated. 
Instrument panel: All segments of the panel should 
fit precisely. Instruments must be easily readable 
and should be illuminated. Controls must be reach­ 
able and easy to operate. The steering column and 
wheel should be color-coordinated. 
Windows: Raise and lower all windows to check 
that they move smoothly. Check for even fit all 


around, and full contact with weather stripping 
when windows are closed. 
Doors: The opening line between a door and the 
body should be narrow and even for its full length. 
Door should latch firmly with a solid "slam. 
A 
handle should not feel loose to your touch nor 
contain rough edges. Interior door paneling should 
harmonize with the seat trim, and have “scuff" 
protection along its bottom edge.
